on Lebanon 

KUWAIT. June 16 (AP) --- Kuwait 
renewed Wednesday its call for an emergency 
Arab foreign ministers meeting on Lebanon. 

Foreign MjnlstQr soorces said Kuwait bad 
communicated the request to the League of 
Arab States in Tunisia and asked that the 
projected meeting arrange for an Arab- 
summit conference on Lebanon. . 

The league scheduled a foreign ministers 
meeting last week at Kuwait's request, but it 
subsequently canceled that meeting, at a 
request from Lebanon supported by to 
Palestine Liberation Organization and a 
number of other Arab states. 

Arab health ministers meanwhile, ended a 
meeting here with a decision to raise $10' 
miUiort in help to vietJws of to fighting in 
Lebanon. 

They also decided to set up a relief 
headquarters in Cyprw for spaoching aid 
dispatching Lebanon and to contact interna- 
rional organizations lor a concerted aid 
c ampaign.

troops out 

RIYADH, June 1 6 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
Wednesday called on to United States to use 
its influence in fordng Israel to'whhdraw 
from Lebanon, and safo if the Jewish state 
failed to comply with U.N. resolutions, it 
would take the necessary measures to compel 
it to do so. 

The caH came during a meeting here bet- 
ween the Kingdom's Foreign Minbter Prince 
Saud Al-Fa^ and U.S. ^ce Preadent 
George Bush who arrived in Riyadh Tuesday 
. nigEtt at to head of an American delegation 
to offer condolences on the death of King 
Khaled. 

• In a statement after the meeting, Prince 
Saud said the two sidesreviewedU.N. resolu- 
tions calUng for a ceasefire in Lebanon and 
immediate udthdrawal of Israeli forces from 
an Lebanese territory. *‘We have called on 
the United States to respond positively axKi 
. seek the implementadonofthe resolutions. If 
Israel fails to comply, we win be compelled to 
take the necessary measure to force it to do 
so," 'he added. 

Prince Saud said making Israeli withdrawal 
conifitionai to the puning out of non- 
Lebanese forces from Lebanon was out of 
place since the matter concerned the Leban- 
ese government and a decisioa lay with it. He 
added tot ’’neitiier Israel, to United States 
nor any other poontiy bad to right to set such 
a concution."

The foraign minister believed that the U.S. 
could doso if it Stopped militaxy aid to Israel.

He affirmed that the Israelis had "frag- 
rantly vioiated" these agreements and 
accordingly the U.S. could cease supplying 
Israel with further mihtaiy assistance. On 
possible action which Saudi Arabia might 
resort to, Prince Saud said the Kingdom was 
present^ awaiting the results of .^lomatic 
moves. 

He said that the Kingdom would be bold- 
ing contacts with the Lebanese government 
to discuss the prospects of collective Arab 
action to confront the Israeli invasion and to 
"deteriorating situation in Lebanon." 

Replying to a question on Saudi-American 
relations, Irance Saud said there' were no 
problems tore but these could not be sepa- 
ntoJ from Arab-American relations and to 
rituation in the Middle East at present. 

Asked to cotoment on the effect of the 
Lebanese rituation on Saudi-American ties, 
the foreign minister said he hoped the U.S. 
would "intervene effectively in to 

.. Israeli aggression on Lebanon and to whole 
Arab worid.” " Non-intexvriitioii by America 
win undoubtedly have a negative effect one 
way or to other on Arab-American rela- 
tions," be added. 

Speaking at a press conference before leav- 
ing Riyadh, Bush for his part called for a new 
setttement in Lebanon ensuring stability for 
the Lebanese people.

PLO adopts new ideas 


KUWAIT, June 16 (AP) — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization was reported 
Wednesday to have adopted a number of 
decisions which represent "a basic turning 
point in the entire Falestinian orientation." 

The Kuwaiti newspaperA/Sfrossoh quoted 
a PLO official, whom it did not identify, as 
saying the decisions were taken at secret 
meetings held by the PLO leadership over the 
past two days. The official did not elaborate 
on the dedrions. but be said the leadership's 
debate centered oo reassessing "the Palesti- 
nian revolution's relations with all partied' 
and "America’s unveiled stand on the side of 
the Zionist entity (Israel)." 

. "The old debate on litteration of Palestine 
has been re<rived,V the official was quoted as 
saying. "Tfie PLO leadership is studying i 


new strategy on this." He said the Lebanon 
events have shown the PLO's "alliances with 
some Arab states were only paper alliances" 
and that the Palestinians were considering 
"whether the [iberation of Palestine was the 
responsibility of the Palestinians alone or an 
Arab responsibility." 

The official said the Palestinians had to 
accept a ceasefire in Lebanon because of "the 
tight spot in which we were placed by the 
withdrawal of the Syrian army from the bat- 
tle.*' But he asserted the Palestinians will not 
lay down their arms, "because Lebanon is our 
principal stronghold we have attained 
through force of arms and our deep aUianoe 
with the Lebanese people." "Those who see 
o.*h>'rw^ jTMst bear the consequences," he 
aaued. 


Israel opposed to U.N. force 


PARIS, June 16 (R) — Israeh' Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said Wednesday 
that the multinational force with which Israel 
seeks to keep the peace in Lebanon should 
not be under to control of the United 
Nations. 

Shamil outlined Israefs requirements for 
the force at a news conference at the end of a 
three-day ^isit which he has devoted to 
explaining IsraePs invasion of Lebanon. 

Cooperation of a new Lebanese govern- 
ment was a condition for a peacekeeping 
force acceptable to Israel, Shamir said. He 
said Israel wanted the multinational force 
composed of countries having diplomatic 
ralatioiu with Israel, along the lines of the 


1 1 -nation force stationed in the Sinai under 
the Camp David agreements. 

"We would prefer a multinational force 
that is not under the control of the United 
Nations because we do not have confidence 
in that oigaoization. which is automatically 
anti-Israeli," be said. 

. Shamir excluded the possibility that the 
'Soviet Union or Syria could contribute to to 
projected force, which would have the task of 
preventing commandos of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization (PLO) operating in the 
area next to the Israeli truce lines. 

He said Israel was not for the moment 
pressing for withdrawal of the existing United 
Nations forces in Lebanon. 


U.K. seeks end to hostilities 


LONDON, June 1 6 (R) — Britain stepped 
up the pressure on Ar^tina for a commit- 
ment to cease all hostilities over the Falkland 
Islands with a grim warning Wednesday 
about the plight of neatly 15,000 Argentine 
prisoners of war. 

Rear Admiral John Woodward, comman- 
der of the British task force tot took the 
Argentine troops prisoner Monday, said 
hundreds could die from malnutrition, 
hypothermia and disease unless Argentina 
declared an immediate end to hostilities. 

His message was released by the govern- 
ment as it awaited a repfy from the militaiy 
junta in Buenos Aires to its demand for a 
total cessation of hostilities following the sur- 
render of the Argentine troops on the South 
Atlantic islands. 

A h^hly-placed government source said 
there bad stil! been no confizmation from the 
junta that it accepted this demand. "We are 
m aintaining pressure diplomatically." the 
source said. Admiral Woodward said the 
14,800 Argentme prisoners of war posed a 
problem of disaster relief proportions. "This 
is a problem of the Argentineif own making,” 
to admiral said. "It was tolishness to put 
15,000 troopsouton a limb where they could 
not be re-suDplied." 

• He said tiie Argentine prisoners were suf- 


fering from malnutrition, exposure and 
hypothermia, trench foot, scabies and diar- 
rhoea brought on by lack of food and pure 
water, proper clothing, shelter and sanita- 
tion. "There is no way 1 can shelter these 
numbers," admiral Woodward said. "Even 
feeding tom for a week in present circums- 
tances presents huge problems — not just of 
supplies but of cooking and distribution and 
hj^ne as weD." 

"Meanwhile, conditions are getting worse 
as winter arrives. There is a fb^ ] 0 gale at 
sea and blizzards on the islands. 'Thus we have 
a usual defensive problem and now a major 
disaster relief problem on cop. I must con- 
tinue to protect the task force and the supply 
lines £rom Argentine air and sea attacks. If a 
choice has to be made, however, defence 
comes first." 

He added; “The Argentines must appreci- 
ate that I cannot keep their troops dry and fed 
while we are still subject to attack. They must 
face the facts and agree a halt to repeat all 
hostiltties.” 

The problem of the captured Argentine 
soldiers — far more than Britain bad teougbt 
were on the Falklands — was the main pre- 
occupation of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatchei’s war cabinet when it met Wednes- 
day moDiing. an aide said. 


Unity need of hour, Argentines told 


BUENOS AIRES, June 16 (AP) — 
Argentina’s military and political leaders 
appealed to fellow-countrymen Thursday for 
strength, unity and cabs b meeting a national 
crisis growing out of defeat by Britain in ibe 
74-day undeclared war for the Falkland 
Iriands. 

The United States, Britam's ally in the con- 
fliec, was painted as the principal viOain by 
many Argentines, indudmg rioters who 
rampaged through downtown Buenos Aires 
Wednesday night, batilmg police, setting 
buses on fire and breaking shop wbdows. 

Presi^nt Leopoldo Galtieri, who told bis 
• nation Wednesday that "sooner or later the 
Malvinas (Falklands) will be ours" and 
blamed tbe'Unhed States for defeat, con- 
tinued closed meetings with fellow junta 
members, the navy and air force chiefs. 

Oeoh'sd Bittel, bead of to po«'erfitl 
peronist Party told Argentines they bad 


“responded generously, patriotically" during 
the conflict and reminded them that "the 
country doesn't stop here, it most go on." 

"We’ve saved our dignity and our honor, but 
now we must esy to preserve the peace and 
build upon it," Bittel said, urging Argentines 
to "not forget who were our friends and who 
betrayed us." 

Carlos Contin, president of the Radical 
Party, Argentba’s second largest, emphas- 
ized that the country "showed monolithic 
unity" to fece the British and now must show 
unity "to face problems within" the country. 

Banner headlines in Buenos Aires news-* 
papers repeated President CaltierTs wainiog 
that "defeatism is treason" and that no last- 
ing peace win be possible if Britain imposes' 
"a colonial regime" b the islands, seized by 
Argentina on April 27 and recovered by the 
British on Mon^y.

Lebanese rightists 


join anti-PLO push 


BEIRUT. June Itit.Agencies) — Lebanese 
right-wing forces Wednesday attacked 
Palestinian-nationalist positions in Beirut's 
southeast suburbs from Israeli-held areas. 


It was the first time since the Israeli inva 


sion of Lebanon that the rightist militia has 
been involved in fighting Palestinian 
nationalist forces. The militia attacked early 
Wednesday and by noon (1000 GMT) had 
reached the University of Lebanon scicr^ 
faculty, less than three kms east of Bemit 
Airport, an AFP correspondent reported 
from the scene 


While the militia chimed to have taken the 


science faculty from the Palc.stinian 
nationalist forces, artillery and light arms fire 
could still be heard in the area two hours 
later. The Christian militiamen said they 
were continumg their advance, w'ithout 
specifring tiieir objective. 

Hie Palestinian news agency WAFA 
meanwhile reported that Palestinian- 
nationalist forces had repulsed "an Israeli 
offensive” agabst the science faculty. 

As the crash of heavy artillery sounded 
over the battle zone, politicians held a scries 
of intensh'e but apparently inconclusive talks 
on the crisis caus^ by the 1 0-day-old Israeli 
invasion. U.S. special envoy Philip Habib met 
Lebanese factional leaders while most of the 
Lebanese cabmet gathered at the presidential 
palace b Baabda. a tiH} village now occupied 
by Israeli troops. But two key nationalist 
mbisters did not attend the cabinet meeting 
which la.sted only 40 minutes. 

Israeli forces completed their siege of 
Beirut two days ago a^r they Ibked up with 
right’Wbg militia units and captured Baabda. 
Since then, about 5.000 Palestinian com- 
mandos. Lebanese nationalists and members 
of the Amal militia have been trapped in the 
western and southern pans of the capital. 
They are shut in by the sea on two sides by the 
rightists in east Beinit. and by thousand of 
Israeli troops in the hills overlooking the city. 

Israeli soldiers told correspondestb ' I^iting 
the Shweifat area Wednetoy that Syrian 
troops, who have been stationed in Lebanon 
as a peacekeeping force since the country’s 
1975-76 civil war. were also holding posi- 
tions in the village. It was not clear whether 
the Syrians bad been involved in the fighting, 
which erupted late Tuesday after a day of 
relative quiet. The Syrians agreed on a cease- 
fire with the Israelis five days ago and since 
then, there have been no confirmed reports 
of them taking part in any military action. 


Cornrspondcnib heard artiliciy fire echo- 
ing up to the hills from the southern outskirts 
of Beirut. Security sources .said the Israelis 
had shelled these distrieis from the hills. The 
Palestinians and nationalists said they had 
fired buck ui Israeli artillery emplacement.*; 
and vehicle concentrations around Shueifat. 

Residents of cast Beirut .said Israeli troops 
operating alongside rightist militia forces 
were strengthening their piisitions in the hills 
above t)iat part of the city, the other side ofa 
deep gorge from their positions overlooking 
w'est and .snuth Beirut 


Meanwhile. Habib held separate meetings 
with Bashir Gemayel. the commander of the 
rightist militia, and S.^eb Salaam. There were 
no immediate details of the talks. 

The PLO reported clashes between com 
mandos and Israeli forces in orchards outside 
the southern ports of Sidon and Tyre. Pales- 
tinian positions which have been badly bat- 
tered by Israeli attacks.

JEDDAH. June 16 (SPA) — King 
Fahd arrived here Wednesday evening on 
his first visit to the Western Region since 
his succession to the throne. 

Earlier in the day Crown Prince Abdul- 
lah also left the capital for Jeddah. 

In Riyadh. King Fahd W'cdnesday 
received heads of Arab. Islamic and fore- 
ign delegations which continue to flock to 
offer condolences to the new Saudi 
monarch on the death of his brother. King 
Khaled. 

Among the first to be received by King 
Fahti were U.S. Vice Prc-iideni Ceorge 
Bush. French External Relations Minister 
Claude Cheysson. Italian Senate Presi- 
dent Amintore Fanfani. King Juan Carlos 
of Spain, former Japanese Prime Minister 
Takio Fukuda and the Maldives President 
Maumoon Abdul Gayoom. 

Meanwhile, leaders who arrived here 
Wednesday for the same purpose included 
former Brazilian President Ernesto Gezal.

SR700m set for developing Abha 


JEDDAH, June 16 — More than SR700 
million have been allocated for Abha munic- 
ipality, officials have reported. The money 
includes SR305 million which will be used for 
expropriations to enlarge the city's entrance 
at Al-Khamis and AI-Montazah (Al- 
Moftaha District). 

According to Al*Jazirab Wednesday 
another SR270 million will serve to expand 
Abba's sewage system and SR64 million wifi 
be spent on new projects under implementa- 
tion. such as temporary and permanent 
asphalting, side-walk construction and light- 
ing of Al-Tholatba central vegetable and 


meat market. An amount of SR7 roiQion will 
finance various studies and SR62 million will 
constitute the municipality’s operational 
expenses for the current financial year. 

The mayor, Abdul Rahman Ali Al- 
Qahtani, said that Abha will be transformed 
into a summer resort for Saudis and other 
Gulf nationals. Meanwhile, the municipality 
has distributed among the area's nationals 
applications for land plots to be granted to 
limited income citizens. Only the area's per- 
manent residents will be entitled to this 
privilege, on condition that they do not 
already own land and are not idebted to the

Huda bags fruit terminal deal

JEDDAH. June 16 — The Saudi Ports 
Authority awarded a SR99 million contract 
last week to Riyadh-based Huda Company 
for a fruit tenninal at Jeddah Islamic Port. 
The new terminal will receive and store a 
range of reMgerated and chilled cargo, which 
accounts for nearly 15 percent of the port’s 
food imports. 

Huda Company will be responsible for civil 
works, the terminal building, cooling and 
freezing units. It also will install automatic 
transport facilities to unload goods from 
ships. The project, to be located on 1 57.000 
sqaure meters near berths 13 and 14 in the 
southern area of the port, is to be completed 
in 1 S months. 

Among the special features of the tenninal 
are fully computerized discharge and deliveiy 
procedures, spiral elevators, conveyor belts 
and 32-ton gantry' cranes. Huda Company is 
a wholly Saudi owned company that special- 
izes in cold storage facilities. It has won 
numerous contracts to equip supermarkets 
across the Kingdom, llte company w on thf 


port contract under heavy competition from 
such firms as Ret-Ser of China and Dumez of 
France. 

The Saudi Ports Authority is expected to 
award a second new contract sho^y, for a 
Ihrerstock tenninal elsewhere at Jeddah 
Islamic Port. 

In other Jeddah port expansion news, bids 
are due shortly for parts of Stage V of the 
massive development program begun in 
1973. The Stage. V projects include five 
14-meter-deep berths. 20 office buildings, 
four tenninals. a service harbor and a radar 
control tower. The four terminals consist of 
one multipu^se terminal, a roll-on roll-off 
(ro-ro) terminal, a heavy load terminal and a 
car terminal, each with its own berth. 

The office buildings are designed to house, 
among others, the port's a^mistrative, 
training, coast guard and customs depart- 
ments. 

Jeddah is considered the largest importer 
of livestock in the world, with some three 
milli on heads unloaded annually. The lives- 
tock terminal, with special sheds and clearing 
fadfities, wiU make animal handling more 
efficient 
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Real Estate Development Fuad. There will 
also be outright royal grants. 

The municipaiity has already completed its 
distribution of land parcels at the industrial 
zone for setting up 20 car exhibitions as well 
as 90 car workshops, 20 carpentry work- 
shops, 20 aluminium factories, 43 smitberies 
and several spare-part and upholstery shops. 
This month, all workshops downtown will be 
removed to the new zone. 

In another development, SR26 miSion has 
been earmarked to fence and protect Baba 
region's forests and placestgn boards. Ynsuf 
Muhammad Yusuf, director of agricultural 
affairs in Baha, said that three dams, at a c^t 
of SR26.6 million, are currently under con- 
struction and are expected to be completed 
within 20 months. The a^cultural depart- 
ment will give guidance to the area's fanners 
on modem irrigation, planting and tree grow- 
ing methods. At the same time, the veterinary 
department will treat any sick animals. Yustif 
said that so far the area is free of animal 
disease. 

The most important crops in Baha are 
wheat, barley and maize. The area is also 
famous for its pomegranate, almonds, grapes, 
apricots prickly pears. More than 16,00() 
trees of various types have been planted in 
about 1,600 donums of land. Plant nurseries 
in the area produce 100,000 trees and two 
major forest parks are planned in the area. 
They will cover soom 80 square kilometers. 

Chatti appeals for aid 

JEDDAH, June 16 (SPA) — Organiza- 
tion of the Islanuc Conference Sectary 
General Habib Chatti has called on 
Islamic and Arab leaders to support the 
Palestinians in confronting Israel. 

In an appeal addressed to the Arab and 
Islamic leaders Tuesday, Chatti held the 
U.S. responsible for **mass^es in Leba- 
non because of its support of the Israelis.**

Assurances wanted from Israel 


EEC seeks Lebanon’s integrity 


BRUSSELS. June 16 (Agencies) — The 
European Economic Community (EEC) has 
asked Israel for assurances that Lebanon's 
luli icrritnrial rights will be restored, a Bel- 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said Wed- 
nesday. 

: The recjuest was made Tuesday through 
■ ^e Belgian Embas^' in Tel A\*iv and the 
issue would be reviewed by EEC foreign 
ministers at a three-day meeting in Luxem- 
bourg beginning Sunday. Belgium is the cur- 
rent president of the EEC Council of Minis- 
ters. He said the EEC has posed questions on 
the treatment of the population in the area 
occupied since the Israeli invasion. 

EEC foreign ministers have condemned 
the Israeli military action as a Qagrant viola- 
tion of international law and postponed the 
signature of a S40 million financial protocol 
with Israel in protest. 

The spokesman said the question of 
economic sanctions against Israel had been 
raised during a foreign ministers' meeting in 
Bonn las: week. EEC officials said they 
would probably consider this issue at the 
Luxemburg meeting. 

The spokesman said Belgian Foreign 
Minister '..co Tindemans would submit a 
report to other member states on the situa- 
tion in the Middle East within the next few 
days. The report follows a series of visits by 
Tindemans to the area, during which he held 
talks with Arab and Israeli leaders. 


The EEC will review the possibility of 
some new community peace initiative for the 
area on the basis of Tindemans’ fodings, 
which will be reviewed by foreign ministers at 
their next meeting before an EEC summit in 
Brussels June 28-29. 

In -Paris. President Francois Mitterrand 
Tuesday insisted in talks with Israeli Forei^ 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir that Israel immedi- 
ately withdraw its troops from Lebanon, a 
presidential spokesman said. Mitterrand, 
who had a 45-minute meeting with Shamir, 
said the French government will “support 
and endorse any process which would allow 
the legitimate government of Lebanon to 
restore Lebanese integrity, unity and inde- 
pendence." spokesman Michei Vauzelle said. 

In Washin^n, more than a third of the 
U.S. Senate called on President Ronald 
Reagan Tuesday to get Israel and Syria to 
withdraw their forces from Lebanon and to 
strengthen the Lebanese government to 
enable it to “keep itself free of all foreign 
forces." They consisted of 16 Republicans 
and 22 Democrats, including minority leader 
Robert Byrd. 

In Moscow, the Soviet news agency Tass 
Wednesday accused Israel of annihilating the 
population of west Beirut and said Israeli 
forces were preparing for a long-term occu- 
pation of South Lebanon. 

Israel was carrying out a “war for the 
extermination of the Palestinian people" in 


U.N. extends Cyprus force mandate 


UNITED NATIONS, June 16 ^AP) - 
The Security Council voted unanimously 
Tuesday ?o keep the U.N. peacekeeping 
force in Cyprus for another six months up to 
Dec. 15. 

The council's 15-0 resolution also asks 
Secretarx'-Gencral Javier Perez de Cuellar 
to “continue his mission of good offices" 
limed at a political settlement between 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots, to keep the 
council informed of the progress made in the 
talks and to submit a report by Nov. 30. No 
sponsors were listed on the resolution, which 
'was presented from the chair by the council 
president for June. French Ambassador Luc 
de La Barre. 

The force was sent to Cyprus in 1964 to 
prevent fighting between the two com- 
munities. It consists of 3.348 troops and 
civilian police from Australia, Austria. Bri- 
tain. Canada, Denmark. Finland, Ireland and 
Sweden. Its latest previous mandate ran out 
the day the council acted. 

In a repon to the council dated June 1, 
Perez de Cuellar recommended a six-month 
extension of its mandate, “both in helping to 
maintain clam in the island and in creating the 
conditions in which the search for a peaceful 
solution can best be pursued." He expressed 
appreciation of the work of his special repre- 
semative in Cyprus. Hugo Gobbi of 


.Argentina, and the force commander, 
Austrian Maj.-Gen. Gunther Greinel. 

Ambassador Constantine Moushoutas of 
Cyprus, speaking after the council vote, 
called for the withdrawal of Turkish troops 
that have occupied North Cyprus since they 
invaded the island in 1974. He said freedom 
of movement of Greeks enclaved in the 
occupied areas had been further restricted in 
violation of 1975 Geneva agreement. 

Moushoutas said that because of Turkish 
intransigence in pursuing separatist posi- 
tions. the intercommunal talks had made no 
progress at all.bo matters of substance. 

Greek Ambassador Mihalis Dountas said 
his government's proposal for a settlement in 
Cyprus was that the Turkish troops should 
withdraw, the Greek contingent should also 
withdraw and an enlarged U.N. peacekeep- 
ing force should be established “to meet the 
security concern of the Turkish-Cypriot 
minority." “My government is willing to 
assume all additional expenses which this 
increase of the force would entail," he said, 
“immediately after this step intercommunal 
talks should start which would be based on 
internationally-accepted democratic principles 
and would comprise all the internationally- 
recognized safeguards for the protection of 
minorities." 


Lebanon. Tass said. The agency said Israeli 
forces were tightening a ring round west 
Beirut so that they could wipe out refugees. 
and Palestinian commandos concentrated 
there. “Not only whole districts but also sepa- 
rate streets are being bombed, the population 
is actually being aimihilaied it added. 

Tass said Israeli money was now being cir- 
culated in the occupied areas of south Beirut 
and lorries carrying ammunition and fuel 
were pouring in from Israel in a never-ending 
stream. “In other words, the aggressor has 
started creating conditions for consolidating 
its hold on Lebanese soil for a long time to 
come," the agency went on. It said the Israeli 
moves were being made with the knowledge 
and aid of the United States. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s 
decision to fly to Washington showed he w'as 
planning to discuss with U.S. leaders plans for 
the creation of an entire “new ordef in 
Lebanon. Tass said. 

Kreisky calls Begin 
regime semi-fascist 

VIENNA, June 16 (R) — Austrian Chan- 
ceflor Bruno Kreisky described Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin' s government as 
semi-Fascist and said the situation in Leba- 
non and the Middle East could involve the 
Soviet Union and the United States. 

Dr. Kreisky told French journalists he dis- 
cussed Israel's invasion of Lebanon with 
French President Francois Mitterrand, w'ho 
began a two-day visit to Austria Wednesday. 
“1 think the situation is extremely dangerous, 
because if the Israeli army will really be 
involved in war operations against the 
Syrians, then the Soviet Union, which is 
aligned with Syria, cannot accept that. And 1 
fear this will lead to an acceleration and esca- 
lation of war. because the U.S. will also 
become involved." be said. 

Iran, Libya to set up 
Islamic liberation army 

LONDON. June 16 (R) — Iran and Libya 
are to set up a joint “Islamic liberation 
army," the national Iranian news agency Irna 
reported. 

The agency said the decision was taken at a 
meeting Tuesday between a ^nsiting Libyan 
delegation and senior Iranian officials, 
including the Speaker -of Parliament 
Hojatoieslara Hasbemi Ra&anjani. 

Irna did not give any details of the libera- 
tion army proposals. It said matters concern- 
ing industrial and economic cooperation 
between the two countries were also dis- 
cussed. The high-ranking Libyan political- 
economic delegation, headed by the second- 
in-command, Maj. Gen. Abdul-Salam 
Jalloud, arrived in Tehran last week for an 
official visit.

BEIRUT. June 16 (R) — The Lebanese 
government has asked the United Nations to 
supply immediate relief assistance to 600,000 
persons made homeless tiie teeli inva- 
sion. a U>f. official said here Tuesday. The 
request was made as the United Nations dis- 
aster relief oiganization smd it hoped to start 
moving in supplies from C^nis this 
weekend. 

The International Red Cross is also mount- 
ing a major relief effort from Cyprus and a 
senior official said there that a chartered 
plane left Lamaca Monday with . medical 
supplies and blood plasma. 

Samir Sanbar. the U.N. representative in 
Beirut, told reporters that Lebanon -had 
requested food rations for six months for. 

600.000 displaced persons as well as medical 
supplies and health officers. He said that. 

15.000 persons were “suffering from war 
effects*' in the southern port city of Tyre 
alone, with 8,000 living in the open. 

In some areas of Tyre, which has a popula- 
tion of about 50.000, the dead had not been, 
buried and an extensive vaccination program 
has been launched. Sanbar added. 

Sanbar reported “more massive suffering*' 
in the coastal town of Sidoo, north of Tyre, 
and added that Lebanon needed wheat, flour, 
vegetable ofl. milk and sugar. 

In Cyprus, a U.N. spokesman said that 
Hybat Cbowdhuri. a sem'or offidal of the 
Geneva-based organization, bad arrived on 
the island to make arrangements for ship- 
ments of food, medicine, blood plasma and 
clothing. Chowdhuri is coordinating all aid 
provided by U.N. agendes such as Wel- 
fare Programs and the High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR). 


GENEVA, June 16 (Agencies) — 
A^hanistan and ' Pakistan' began indi^l 
closed-door talks on the AJ^ban situation at 
the U.N. here We^esday with the U.N. as 
intermediary. 

Iran, which was to have been represented 
at the exchanges, withdrew, expressing the 
view that without guaranteed self- 
determination for Afghan Muslims no 
negotiations could succeed or be acceptable.

Whatever alternative will be acted on. the feeling among 
Mrs. Thatcher's Conservatives was succinctly expressed by 
her party chairmun. who said that the islands which were 
worth fighting for must be deemed worth retaining. The 
opposition, led by the Labor Party, is not so sure that the 
matter is as simple as that. A formula for a lasting settlement, 
the opposition says, is what is required, and that cannot be 
hammered out without the cooperation of both the United 
States and Amentina.

Habre faces war 
of secession 
in south Chad

NAIROBI — 

Hissene Habre's 8.000-«trong army of the North 
is now firmly in coaaol of Chaas ruined capital of 
N'djamena after a bitter and bloody campaign 
waged for the past two years. Habre himself, an 
African “moderate", is securely instaUed in the 
presidential palace, and the outlook for this war- 
tom state, frequently referred to as “the crossroads 
of Africa," has thus altered drastically. 

It took just half-an-hour for the discredited 
regime of Goukouni Oueddet to crumble. The 
ex-presidenf s military might amply melted away as 
his former allies pulled out their private armies as 
soon as Habre's troops appeared on the horizon. 
The presidenf s own men w’ere no match for the 
fanatical and disciplined veterans who had fought 
with Habre all the way from the Sudan border. 

Bitterly disillusioned at the sudden collapse of his 
own defenses and by Nigeria's brusque refusal to 
afford him refuge, the tousle-haired Chadian leader 
was forced to flee across the swoDen Chari River 
into neighboring Cameroon where President Ataid- 
jou reportedly gave him asylum in Yaounde. 

But even wi^ Goukouni defeated and toppled, 
fighting in Chad has by no means ended. Instead the 
battle has shifted some 360 miles south to the town 
of Moundou. Here Chad's Vice-President Abdel- 
kader Kamougue is fighting for his life after a 
mutiny in his own private army and an attempt by 
his tribe, the Sara, to secede from Chad before 
Habre's army reaches their territory. 

Kamougue had been at GoukounTs side prepar- 
ing for the defense of the capital when word reached 
him of the coup attempt. He immediately headed 
south with his soldiers to the southern swamplands, 
only to find that his own men in Moundou had 
turned against him because of his stated inteation to 
keep Chad as one country. 

Only his personal guard is said to be supporting 
him in a bitter stru^e against those seeking to 
declare the southern — and most productive — part 
of Chad a separate entity. 

Whatever happens to the south, which produces 
Chad's only export, cotton, the rest of Chad, 
amounting to perhaps three-quarters, is firmly con- 
trolled by Habre who is now reported trying to form 
a provisional government. He is well aware that 
GoukounTs unpredictable stewardship over the 
past few months alienated the entire membership of 
the Organization for African Unity. 

Habre has been careful to avoid any clash during 
his recent fighting with the peacekeeping forces 
sent by the OAU. He has indicated ^at he will 
cooperate with the OAlTs wishes for a ceasefire, 
followed by drafting of a new constitution and then 
natiom^ide elections. He is Libya's bitterest enemy 
in Chad and has the support of Sudan and Egypt, 
which openly backed him with arms at one stage. 
Already France has indicated its willingness to con- 
tinue aiding Chad. 

Chad's most powerful oei^bor. Nigeria, strongly 
advocates a federal ^rstem similar to its own rather 
than the official OAU plan for a Chadian govern- 
ment of uniK and reconciliation, and will certainly 
push hard for any measure which will prevent 
another “occupation" by Lima's aimed forces. 

Observers consider it unlikely that Col. Qaddafi 
win prejudice the delicate situation in Chad on the 
eve of the next African leaders’ summit meeting, 
due to open in Tripoli in August Qaddafi is anxious 
to have a good attendance of heads of state in his 
capital city. 

The 4;S00.000 people of Chad have seen little 
but fighting and kffling ever since France withdrew 
its troops in l979. Niunerous attempts to unite the 
1 1 factions in the country — most with armies to 
back them — have failed dismay. 

A principle in most of the plans was for a 
demilitarize zone around the capital so that a 
civilian government could be isolate from the fre- 
quent battles. It remains to be seen if Habre will see 
the logic in this with his reputation for ruihlessness 
and i^tarism. (ONS) 


Soviet peace movement irritates Kremlin

MOSCOW — 

A fledgling unofficial peace movement with sug- 
gestions for turning Moscow into a nuclear-free 
zone and encouraging more Soviet-American mar- 
riages has presented the Soviet authorities with a 
ticklish problem. “We hope we mlTnot be mis- 
understi^ by the authorities," explained Sergei , 
Batovrin. a 25-yeai-old artist, at the group's first 
press conference for Western newsmen. 

Batovrin and 10 other Muscovites, none of them 
prominent or well-known, say they are not (tissi-; 
dents and tiieir peace activism is not aimed against 
the authorities. “We see no contradiction wi^ the 
line of our governmenC' Batovrin explained. "If 
the authorities xuiderstaod us correctly they will not 
apply repressive measures to us. Our press always 
says everyone should take part in the peace move- 
ment.*' 

But the Kremlin obviously sees it difierently. 
Within days of the emergence of the so-called 
“Group of Trust," its members were taken by 
police to be formally warned by state prosecutors 
that their activi^ was illegal. “We were told that we 
should not be mixed up in affoirs which did not 
concern us," Se^i Rosenoer, a 29-year-old 
matbematidan. said. 

Members of the group who planned to man a 
“peace phone" to enable interested citizens to 
make suggestions on disarmament had their tele- 
phone lines disconnected, and plain-clothesmen 
sealed off their flat to keep away visitors. Two 
Western correspondents were told by a police 
officer to stop reporting the group's activities. He 
said the official view was that they were not serious 
people. 

In the past the authorities have stopped all 
attempts by Soviet citizens to set up unoffi^ pres- 


sure groups such as the Helsinki Human Rignis 
Monitoring Group. The peace activists, mostly sci- 
entists in their thirties, appear to be hoping that the 
authorities wiQ leave them alone in order not to 
complicate relations with peace movements in the 
WesL 

Batovrin. one of many "unoCficiaT* Moscow 
artists whose painting do not fit in with approved 
styles and cannot be exhibited publicly, describes 
hu^lf as a former hippy and with his long hair and 
beard would look at home among peace demos- 
tratoTS is the West Other members of the group are 
typical sober-suited representatives of the Moscow 
intelligentsia — a doctor, a phflologist, a dental 
technidan. two mathematicians, two engineers and 
three phyridsts. 

Some members of the group say they are pacifists 
but the majori^ say they pushed into doing 
something because of a growing fear of nuclear war. 
‘T began to feel some time ago that we were all 
sitting on a power keg,” said Yuri Khronopulo, a 
47-yeai-old physicist. 

ITie group says they want to be genuinely inde- 
pendent, unlike the offid^ Soviet peace move- 
ment, which they say merely echoes Communist 
Party policy. If the new peace group is something of 
a horse-aoid-buggy initiative, the offidal “Soviet 
Peace Committee" is a juggernaut by comparison 
with its eJaimed membemhip of 80 nullion people. 

its chai rman Yuii ZbulTOv, 8 Veteran foreign 
affairs commentator for Prifrdb, has been inviting 
Western corre^ndents to its rallies in order to 
disprove Western charges that the Soviet Union 
supports peace movements in tiie West but wfl] not 
allow a simitar phenomenon at home. 

At one such meeting in a Moscow stadium, there 
was a superficial resemblance to peace demonstra- 
tfoos in the West, with slogans saying "No to nuc- 
lear war” dotted among the crowd. But there the 


coinddence ended, and there was about as much 
spontaneity as in a performance of '‘Swan Lake" at 
the Bolshoi ballet 

The peace activists bad all been brought by bus to 
the ticket-onty rally from Moscow fri^ories; and 
police were on duty to keep out any would-be 
demonstrator without a pass. Most of the banners, 
firnfiy bolted between the dudrs on metal poles 
rather than waved aloft by hazul. esuried such 
slogans as “We will fulfill the dedsions of the May 
1982 plenum'*. 

Senior army officers were among those on the 
platform who heard a'series of ^>ealK^ denounce 
the United States, NATO and Prudent Reagan tor 
allegedly planning a nuclear war against^^lhe Soviet 
Union, lliere was frequent praise for the Soviet 
armed forces and remi^ers ^at the Soviet Union 
was capable of dealing a fatal blow to anyone who 
attacked it 

The unofficial peace' movement sees its role 
rather differently, as a clearing house for ideas and 
propos^ from ordinary people. It argues that 
peace and disarmament are too important to be left 
just to governments. “In the Soviet Union the tradi- 
tion is that nobody expresses his opinion until he is 
asked for it,” explain^ one member of the group. 

One stat^ aim is to promote trust between the 
Soviet and American peoples. Among suggestions 
which have been made are a bureau to encourage 
Soviet-American marriages, holiday exchanges 
^tween the children of Soviet and America lead- 
ers, and Soviet-American television debates to be 
screened in both countries. 

None of these proposals is likely to find much 
favor with the authorities here. Stfll less welcome 
win be the idea of making Moscow a nuclear-free 
zone — an idea clearly show^ the influence of the 
vast publid^ given in Soviet media to Western 
peace movements and their propose. (R)

Gas scare hits Hong Kong kids

Hf)NG KONG. (Rj — Wus ii ;i aa-s leak'.’ 
VVasi( hysfw-ria? Or« ai i( u slink bnmh attack 
by ynung pranksters ihai st.-ni schoolchildren 
reeling like ninepins in their classrooms? 

For the pa.st few years, usually ui this time 
of year, a sirangc afniciton seems to s^l^eep 
Hong Kong’s schools: pupils complain they 
feci dizzy or sick and v>meiimes pitch over in 
pain. In the past numth there have been six 
cases involving atHiui 2nU children. 

First one complains, then another, and 
before l<»nc. convciys of ambulances are clear- 
ing classrooms as (he youngsters arc taken to 
hospital for examination. There .seems to be 
no permanent damage and treatment largely 
takes the form of attention from nurses, doc- 
tors — and tcte^js^on cameras. 

Officials arc adamant that there is nescr 
any leaking gas. though occasionally a gas 
cy'lindcr delivery truck might have been sp«'i- 
led in the area or a battle I'f cleaning Huid 
might be found in a cupboard. 

But. opinion is divided. Pwch>>|ogists sav 
the children, usually in their early teens or 
younger and from crowded lenemeni homes. 


probably suffer fr«>m acute tensittns. espo- 
eiaily as annual exam time approaches. 

•■These gas scares, which now seem to 
occur every year about June, just before the 
final examinaiiiins. were unheard of 10 years 
ago." said the report of a survey by the Uni- 
versity of Htmg Kong and a Iticai hospital. 
The report said all the children questi'^ned 
had eharacterisrics making them particularly 
vulnerable to stress and their ct^nditions 
could be accounted for medically. 

"Although iiur study has shown no evi- 
dence that the pupils were poisimcd by gasttr 
other chemicals, it \u>uid be unwise to draw 
the conclusion thai the complaints of smells 
were imaginary." said Dr. Y.K. Tam. senior 
lecturer in the university's department of 
psychiatry. "It is ptissibic that stime smell, 
must unlikely !■' have been toxic, might have 
been preseni initially." he said. 

Less tidcrant was education director Col- 
vyn Have. wh«'i said it was prcvhably hysteria 
from pre-exam stress, and government chem- 
ist Dr. A..I. Nutten. who said: "I have no 
doubt they fell uncomfortable but I believe it 
nc in the mind."

Suicidal tendencies linked to brain defect

W ASHINGTUN | VVP> — A serious lIjchj- 
ical defect in the brain may result in suicidal 
tendencies, according to indepciidcni simiiL< 
at three research centers. 

The discovery bolsters a growing body oi 
evidence thai much aberrant behavior and 
menial illness is, at least in purl, a result of 
biochemical problems, and could lead to a 
screening test to detect potential suicide 
victims and to a chemical itaaimcm iu correct 
the defect. 

Scientists at the National Institute of Men- 
tal Health (NIMH) in Bethesda. Madison. 
Stockholm's famed Karolinska Institute and 
Wayne State University in Detroit have 
found deficiencies in the wav the brain iisc^ 


serotonin — a chemical carrier of nerve 
impulses helwcen brain cells — in persons 
who have committed suicide or showed .suici- 
dal Icndenciev 

Seriiionin is one t)f a small group of 
neurotransmiiiers. substances that maintain 
chemical conduction between brain and 
nerve cells. 

Studies in recent years have strongly 
suggested that abnormal neurolransmiuer 
activity plays a role in serious, pathological 
depression. The latest studies support that 
finding, although scientists caution that the 
theory will require further confirmation. 
However. NIMH is already trying a possible 
new' drug treatment to correct the serotonin 
detect. 

The new work has also found similar

abnormalities and suicidal tendencies among 
victims of menial disv>rders and abnormal 
behaviors other than depression. Low 
serotonin activity, the research suggests, 
seems as common in highly aggressive and 
impulsive persons as in the pathologically 
depressed. 

"This is very important." said Wayne 
stale's Dr. Michael Stanley, noting that "the 
biochemical threat" — the common factor 
that may determine suicidal tendencies — 
may be present whether a person suffers from 
depression, personality disorder, 
schizophrenia or alcoholism. 

Or. Frederick Goodwin, director of 
intramural research at NI.MH, said suicide 
may be the result of an interaction of depres- 
sion and serotonin activity with traits like 
impulsiveness and aggressiveness.

Produced by Rockingham Medical Pro- 
ducts. it is known as the action chair. The 
chassis is of top quality plywood, and it is fitted 
with castors which are fixed at the front and 
movable at the rear. The padded scat adjusts 
to give four degrees of rake, and there is a 
foot-operated brake that lifts the rear castors 
off the floor. 

The footresl. which is held in place by 
rubber rings, has three positions and can be 
removed to give an even lower position. 
Another feature is a padded shin bar. This 
rests against the knees, ensuring that the hips 
are symmetrical and the child is silting in a 
correct, but comfortable, position. 

There is also padded lap bar. which is 
placed comfortably over the child's thighs to 
keep the legs in symmetrical contact with the 
scat. It is filled with an abduction block that 
controls the knee position. 

The side arms of the chair can be adjusted 
to alter the width of the seat, and there arc 
wide wings (o give extra support for the 
trunk. These are adjustable fur width and 
height. When slutted into the highest position 
they offer some head control, but a head pad 
is also supplied should mure head support be 
necessary. 

Carefully designed to maintain an effective 
seating position, symmetry and total stability 
during feeding, working, or playing, the chair 
enaWes the severely posiurally handicapped 
child lu cope with many of the associated 
problems. Fur example, ii provides con- 
trolled support during Feeding.

KARLSKRONA. Sweden (R) — The 
calm waters of the Baltic are polluted with 
deadly chemicals which undermine the sea's 
delicate ' ecological balance and threaten 
some creatures with extinction. 

Swedish scientists meeting here recently 
said that among the main pollutants are the 
banned pesticide DDT and a new substance 
develops to replace it called toxaphene. 
This is banned in Sweden but not in the other 
six Baltic states. Both are carried on the 
winds to the Baltic. 

Even without pollution, life is hard for 
fishes, birds and animals in the Baltic. The sea 
is the largest expanse of semi-salt, semi-fresh 
water in thewnrld and the creatures which 
inhabit it must adapt themselves to the 
unusual mixture. The shallow, land-enclosed 
sea has sluggish tides and therefore little 
oxygen. It is also cold. . 

Biological processes here are slower than 
in other seas — pollutants are more gradually 
broken down, new forms of life take longer to 
grow and the bodies of Baltic creatures are 
smaller than those of their counterparts in 
kinder oceans. 

"imagine then the environmental night- 
mare when you add to this the fact that 140 
million people live in seven heavily industrial- 
ized countries around the Baltic." said Store 
Irberger of the Swedish Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and the Environment in a recent inter- 
view. 

“The problem is that farmers and indus- 
trialists can get dispensations Grom the bans 
on chemicals and accidents do happen." 
assistant Professor Mats Olsson of the Swed- 
ish Museum of Natural History told Reuters. 

Because of these chemicals. Baltic seals 
and oners are close to extinction while vari- 
ous birds including white-tailed eagles, marsh 
harriers, ospreys and peregrine falcons find it 
hard to reproduce, he added. The chemicals 
block the wombs of female seals." cause 
otters to abort their unborn young and thin 
the egg-shells of sea birds. 

The grey seal population is now down to 
2.000 200.000 at the beginning of the 

20th century while only 200 common seals 
are left out of 6.000. There are S.OOO ringed 
seals remaining. Previously 8.000 were kiUed 
legally by hunters each year. 

Toxaphene. DDT and industrial chemical 
pivlychlorinated bi-phenyl (PCB) are not the 
only ingredients in the deadly Baltic cocktail. 
Scientists are also worried by the presence of 
metals washed from the soU and by previ- 
ously undetected new substances the 
Swedish. Finnish and Latvian pulp and paper 
industries, whose properties are yet to be 
fully understood. 

Phosphorus from detergents enters the sea 
through sewage ^sterns and nitrogen from. 


fertilizers gets into rivers to nourish slimy. 
green, oxygen-consuming algae in the sea. 
Chfiked with this weed and overfished, the 
Baltic has no reserves of cod or herring over 
what is caught, while salmon catches are 
actually declining, according to Lennart 
Hannerz of the Swedish Fisheries Board. 

There are also oil spills from tankers which 
devastate sea birds. Ilie most recent accident 
was last November when the Gibralter- 
registered Glebe Adau broke up during a 
storm in the Lithuanian port of Klaipeda, 
shedding 16.500 tons of heavy fuel into the 
Baltic Yet despite ail this, the scientists say 
the Baltic environment is much cleaner than 
it was 10 years ago. 

In particular progress has been made , in 
reducing levels of DDT and phosphorus. The 
seven Baltic nations Denmark. Sweden. Fin- 
land. Poland, the Soviet Union. East and 
West Germany — are also cooperating on the 
eovironment following a congress in Helsinki 
in 1974 when they agreed to tighten control 
of pollution. 

Ln Sweden, for example, industrialists must 
submit plans for new factories to a kind of 
court where environmentalists act as the 
prosecution to probe the designs and a board 
gives judgement sometimes stipulating cim- 
ditions for buflding. 

" I would say the environmental picture in 
the Baltic is now very optimistic." said Diet- 
rich Timm of the Swedish Industry Federa- 
tion. Other experts at the Karlskrona meet- 
ing found Hmm's assessment too glib. 

"Without doubt most of the pollution in 
the Baltic comes from the East bloc side. 
Twenty percent of all phosphorus in the sea 
comes &om Leningrad's River Neva alone." 
said Hannerz. 

A recently enled Polish marine specialist, 
who asked not to be named, told Reuters that 
the rivers Vistula and Oder were "practically 
waste water channel into the Baltic." 

He said before he left Poland last year, eels 
were dying in the sea around Gdansk because 
of water impurity. It was probable that 
inadequately treated sewage was now flowing 
straight into the sea because plants could not 
obtain spare parts in Poland's present politi- 
cal crisis, he added. 

Latvian emigres in Stockholm said sewage 
systems in the Soviet Baltic republics bad not 
been modernized since the 1 920s. Effluents 
from the Latvian paper and Estonian oil shale 
industries were a^ polluting the Baltic, they 
said. 

It's not that the Eastern countries don't 
care about the environment. They show 
goodwill whenever we meet them.'* Hannerz 
stressed. "But clearly their theoretical 
environmental controls are not put into prac- 
tice. Faced with enormous economic and 
techjiological problems. ■ they let the envi- 
■tonment take second place."

American court ruling 
benefits illegal aliens 


WASHINGTON. June 16 (R) In a 
landmark decision, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that illegal immigrants in the United 
States have the same rights and libenies that 
the constitution guarantees to American citi- 
zens. 

The .^-4 ruling Tuesday specifically struck 
down a Texas law aimed at preventing the use 
of state ta.\ funds for educating the children of 
illegal immigrants. The U.S. Census Bureau 
estimates there are up to six million aliens 
living and working in the United States illeg- 
ally. 

The court said the U.S. consiiiurion's 14ih 
amendment provides that no state shall dep- 
rive any person of equal protection under the 
law and that "an alien is surely a 'person' in 
any ordinary sense of that term." 

The ruling mostly affects illegal immig- 
rants from Latin American nations, espe- 
cially Mexico, who enter Texas and Califor- 
nia across the long and vulnerable land bor- 
der with Mexico. The two states have both 
said the cost of education and other services 
for illegal aliens is prohibitive to taxpayers. 


The decision could also boost the claims of 
illegal immigrants to other types of state and 
federal programs such as food stamps, medi- 
care. and other social aid. It was made in a 
suit filed by the Mexican-American Legal 
Defense Fund against the state of Texas, chal- 
lenging a law which cut off stale funds to the 
local school districts for the cost of educating 
the children of illegal immigrants. 

The statute authorized school disincts to 
refuse admission to the children of illegal 
immigrants or to charge them tuition fees. 
Since most of them arc po*.>r. a tuition fee 
requirement would have precluded the 
enrolment of their children in sehix'ls. 

The majority opinion, written by Justice 
William Brennan, said charging tuition to the 
children of illegal immigranis"consiiiutcs an 
ineffectual attempt to slcm the tide of illegal 
immigration, at least when compared w-ith 
the alternative of prohibiting employment of 
illegal aliens." l^e enun also dismissed the 
state's arguments that its limited resources 
must be allocated for the education of the 
children of its lawful residents.

Volcker rules out 
easing fiscal policy 


WASHINGTON. June 16 (R) — The 
'Federal Resets e Board is not ready to relax 
'monetan' policy tn order tn reduce U.S. 
miercst rates quickly, board chairman Paul 
Volcker has told Congress. 

"It would be shortsighted for the Federal 
Reserve Board to abandon a strong sense of 
discipline in monetary policy in an attempt to 
bring d*wn interest rates.** he told the joint 
economic committee. 

The eentrul bank has been trying to reduce 
inflation by restricting growth in the money 
'Supply. But many lawmakers say the ptilicy 
has als^> driven up interest rates and kept the 
economy in recession. 

Volcker agreed high interest rates pi^se a 
ma|tir obstacle to renewed economic growth, 
but said any eflort to drive them lower by 
faster money growth would merely rekindle 
.inllaiion.

.ibout six percent this year, down fn>m 8.9 
percent last \ear. Cutting inflation means 
pmvtding the economy wii'h less money than 
it desires. \ itlcker told the committee.

Portugal 

devalues 
escudo 9.5% 

LISBON. June 16 I.AFPJ — Ponugal 
devalued the escudo by 9.5 percent. 

The decision was announced Tuesday after 
a special cabinet meeting on how the Pnr- 
luese economy would be affected by the 
recent readjustments of European curren- 
cies. 

A cabinet communique said the devalua- 
tion particularly took in account the effect of 
the French franc's devaluation by 5.75 per- 
cent in the European Monetary System on 
Portuguese immigrants in France sending out 
currency, on income from tourism and on the 
competitivenesss of Portuguese exports. 

France last year was PortugaTs second big- 
gest customer, and money sent to Portugal by 
Portuguese living in France plays a major 
part in reducing Portuguese balance of pay- 
ments defleit. 

In a related development. Greece 
devalued the drachma against the West Ger- 
man mark on Tuesday and revalued its cur- 
rency against the faltering French franc. 

An announcement by the Bank of Greece, 
the country's central bank, said the drachma 
was devalued 2.2 percent against the West 
German mark and revalued 3.6 percent 
against the French franc. 

"Our move followed the decision by the 
governments^ of EEC member countries to 
revalue the deutschmark and the Dutch flo- 
rin and devalue the French franc and the 
Italian tire." the announcement said.

Commodity prices plummet 


Japan promises aid to Brazil 


BRASILIA, June 16 (AFP) — Brazil will 
continue to receive loans from Japan if it 
tightens up its project management, diploma- 
tic sources said here at the e nd of the four-day 
visit of Japanese Premier Zenko Suzuki. 

The Japanese prime minister, w-ho later left 
for Japan, agreed to begin talks on scientific 
and technological cooperation with Brazil, an 
accord which has been sought by Brasilia for 
several years. 

Warning of the need for more rigorous 
management. Suzuki confirmed Japanese 
participation in several important projects, 
including a S50 million equipment loan for 
irrigation project. Talks are in progress to 
raise this participation to S400 million order 
to exploit 500.000 hectares in the center- 
west of the country. 

Several Japanese banks have committed 
themselves to S500 million of a >1.6 billion 
for mining project, and Tokyo is also 
involved in financing steelworks and in 
aluminum production. 

Throughout the talks, the Japanese delega- 
tion sought guarantees on project delays, 
which have been a continual source of irrita- 
tion to Tokyo. Brazilian President Joao 
Batista Figueiredo mahaged to get Suzuki to 
promise a start to talks on scientific and 
techiioloeical cooperation. 


But Japanese diplomatic sources said they 
failed to see the value of such an accord, given 
ihe current relations between the two 
countries and the technology transfer already 
taking place via the 60 Japanese firms in 
Brazil. 


LONDON, June 16 (R) — Commodity 
prices tumbled to their lowest level for sev- 
eral years with some London markets near to 
disarray and no quick relief in sight for pro- 
ducers. 

The latest setback In prices was credited to 
the ceasefire in the Falklands — on the-theory 
that war drives prices higher because certain 
commodities become scanre. 

But weakened by the world recession, 
prices for raw materials ranging from cocoa 
to copper have been in retreat for months. 
Some metals have sunk to levels that analysts 
said compare with the depression levels of the 
1930s. "It's a merry-go-round, a downward 
spiraling said Bruce Leeming, deputy manag- 
ing director of London commodity brokers 
Rudolph Wolff. 

He said the selling fever that has swept 
commodity markets has been feeding on 
itself, although be is now finding some 
symptoms of recovery in the ailing metal 
markets. 

Copper, a key industrial material that 
closely reflects trends in the world economy, 
is a case in point. It fell to 735 sterling a ton . 
(58.7 U.S. cents a pound) Tuesday, the low- 
est in 47 months. 

At a conference in Copenhagen this week, 
the London-based commodities research unit 
said the cost of producing a ton of copper now 
exceeds the price. 

Scarcely a handful of mines around the 
world, even those in cheap-labor areas such 
as Africa, can cover their costs, let alone show 
a profit. Copper prices are the lowest since 
the 1930s if inflation is taken into account. 
The problem for other metals is much the 
same. 

In Toronto, industry analysts were hoping 
that a two-week-old strike at the Sudbury, 
Ontario. Mine of Inco, the world's leading 
nickel producer, turns into a prolonged one. 

Inco has about 149 million pounds (67 mil- 
lion kg) of unsold nickel on its hands, equal to 


five to six months' supply, and If the strike by 
metal workers'lasts nickel prices could move 
up. “The slack is reraorsely being taken out of 
the markets,” Leeming said of the closures 
and production cuts in the metals business to 
absorb the slump in demand. 

Leeming is cautiously hopeful that prices 
of metals will pick up and is.keeping a clo» 
eye on trends in the U.S. economy for the 
signal that a recovery is under way.

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Senate y House 
set to strike 
deal on budget 

WASHINGTON. June 16 (R) — Housi- 
-and Senate negotiators said they hope to 
agree to a compromise 1 983 budget by the 
end of this week. 

At the first meeting of the House-Senate 

budget conference Tuesday.. House budget 
chairman James Jones and Senate budget 
chairman Pete Oomenici said they wanted a 
negotiated budget by the end of this week. 

Jones also said that he wanted the house to 
vote on a compromise plan next week, assum- 
ing there is an accord. The Senate would act 
later. 

President Reagan had endorsed both the 
house-passed budget with a $99,3 billion 
deficit and earlier the Senate version with a 
$115.9 billion deficit. 

Meanwhile. Budget Director David 
Stockman said he believes budget deficits for 
fiscal 1984 through 1986 will be in the $50 
billion to $120 billion range. 


EEC poised to lift Argentine curbs 
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BRUSSELS, June 16 (R) — The Euro- 
pean hconomic Community (hhC) is waiting 
for a firm pledge from .Argentina of an end to 
hostilities with Britain over the Falklands 
before lifting a ban on imports from 
Argentina, diplomatic sources have said. 

The 10 hhC governments began consulta- 
tions Tuesday about a possible end to the 
sanctions, which several governments would 
like as soon as possible. 

But Britain made clear that it did not want 
to remove the trade ban until Buenos Aires 
gives a firm commitment to a permanents 
ceasefire. 

The sanctions were imposed by all 10 
members shortly after Argentina seized-, the 
Falkland Islands’ on April 2. and renewed for 
an indefinite period on May 24 without the 
participation of Ireland and Italy. 

bbC foreign ministers arc to meet in 
Luxembourg early next week, and diplomatic 
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sources said a decision on whether to lift the 
trade curbs would probably be taken then. 

Italy. France and West Germany have all 
expressed strong concern about the need to 
repair their community's relations with 
Argentina and other Latin American 
countries once the Falklands conflict is over. 

But diplomatic sources in Bonn said Tues- 
day that West Germany — the biggest 
purchaser of Argentine goods in the community 
— was ready to retain the ban on imports 
until Britain agreed it could be removed. 

Belgian Foreign Minister Leo Tindemanst 
the current president of the bbC council of 
ministers, said there was agreement that the 
sanctions should be lifted as soon as fighting 
over the islands stopped. 

But he said at a press conference in 
Strasbourg that the ceasefire between Britain 
and Argentina did not yet cover Argentina's 
air and sea forces.

U.S. may take Japan to GATT discounts end 

to recession 


WASHINGTON. June 16 (R) — U.S. 
Trade Representative Bill Block has said he 
was prepared to file a trade complaint againgf 
Japan if negotiations failed to lift barriers to 
U.S. trade with that country. 

Brock told a House of Representatives 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittee Tuesday 
trade concessions by Japan last month had 
addressed many fundamental U.S. concerns 
and indicated a new attitude favorable to free 
trade. 

But aticed whether he was prepared to file 
a trade restriction compl ain t under the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Taiiffi and Trade 
(GATT) if coming negotiations failed to 
open Up markets in Japan, he repUed; “The 
answer is yes.” “We’ve gone to the GATT 
already,” he said, referring to U.S. com- 
plaints against trade restnctions in Europe. 
“We've shown our winingness to self-initiate 
cases if that is the proper remedy.” 

The question on GATT from Demo- 


cratic Gongressman Andy Ireland, one of 
several committee members who accused the 
administration of not reacting strongly 
enough to Japanese restrictions on U.S. 
trade. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee Tuesday tentatively agreed to comprom- 
ise legislation stressing a ggressive negotia- 
tion cti trade disputes rather than retal^tion 
against unfair foreign trade practices. 


However, senior committee Democrat 
Russell Long smd the compromise severely 
weakened the proposed trade reciprodty biO 
which would have required the f^ral gov- 
ernment to erect equiv^nt barriers to trade 
by fore^ countries in the United States as 
U.S. firms faced overseas.

War costs Britain $2, 16b 


LONDON, June (AF) — Reca^uring 
the Falkland Islands has cost the British an 
estimated 1.2 billion pounds ($2.16 billion), 
but government economists say the tab will 
have little impact on the country’s struggling 
economy. 

The treasury has not yet put as official 
price tag on the 74-day war triggered by 
Argentina’s invaaon of the South Atlanty 
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islands April 2. . 

But defense analysts and London stock- 
brokers say the campaign has cost at least 700 
minion pounds ($1.24 bfllion) of the total 
defease budget of 14 billion pounds ($24.8 
billion). 

If the current cost of replacing the.ships, 
planes and helicopters lost in the South 
Atlantic is added — an estimated SI 7.2 mil- 
lion pounds ($915.4 million) — the bill totals 
1.22 bilb'on pounds (S2.16 billion). 

Treasury officials stressed that the 
economy has been able to absorb the unex- 
pected shock of the Falklands by an excep- 
tionally large contingency reserve of 2.4 bil- 
lion pounds ($4.25 billion) and a 2 billion 
pound ($3.5 bUlioD) on last yeaf s public bor- 
rowing requirement.

Mitterrand won power. 

Wednesday’s figures, foreshadowed pre- 
liminary ones two weeks ago. came only a few 
days after the government’s decision last 
weekend to devalue the franc and freeze 
prices and incomes until the end of October.

Dollar scales lofty heights

JEDDAH, June 16 — Wednesday saw 
the American dollar yet again notch up 
gains against the major world currencies. 
The predominant factor was interest rate 
considerations for the dollar and the Falk- 
lands aud Lebanese crises were pushed 
momentarily in the background. 

In New York on Tuesday night. Eurodol- 
lar deposit rates firmed for the second con- 
secutive day, taking the one-year deposit 
level to 15 9/16 percent from IS 7/16 per- 
cent Monday. In the shorter periods, the 
one-month rate traded lower at around I S • 
15Vi) percent. Federal Reserve “Fed fund” 
prime lending rates continued to remain 
firm, closing at 14 7/16 percent levels after 
touching 14^ percent during the day. 

Federal Reserve Board Chairman Paul 
Volcker stated that the U.S. money supply 
growth confonnedto the “Fed’s” intentions 
but followed by stating that the U.S. 
economy would see faster economic growth 
at a later date than had been expected. The 
money markets, with their eyes on the fed- 
eral budget deficit for fiscal 1983 seemed to 
have iconcluded the same thoughts some 
time ago ' and the question is now of when 
do interest rates peak out. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices stabil- 
ized after the recent falls and traded at 
$316.80 levels in Europe on Wednesday. 
Silver continued to be hit by “panic-selliif^'' 
which has now taken prices to near five - 
year low of $5.42 an ounce. BuDion dealers 
in Europe reported some buying interest 
creeping back for gold at $315 level. 

Wednesday also saw a slightly 'more 
active local inter-bank market despite the 


closure of the Bahrain-based banks on that 
day. Dealing mostly concentrated in the 
shorter tenors of under onc-month and 
mostly in the one/two week-fixed deposit 
periods. The week-fixed rate eased back 
slightly Wednesday to trade at 13^8 - 14lii 
percent from opening levels Saturday at 
around 15 - 15*/; percent. The one-month 
JIBOR similarly eased back to 1 3^-4 - 14 V4 
percent from 14<2 percent levels but 
despite these modest falls dealers reported 
few transactions done. 

In the exchanges, spot riyaL'dollar prices 
opened at 3.4295-05 but had reached 
3.4305-15 levels by close of business, as 
local institutions covered positions which 
had been left to run down over the past few 
days general inactivity. 

In the European markets, the dollar con- 
tinued its upward drive. The French franc 
has now fallen to a 27-year low against the 
dollar and traded at b.7480 in Paris despite 
reported moves by both r-. .American and 
French central banks to intervene and 
support the franc. 

The British pound was boosted by the 
news ofahe British Falklands victor}' and 
traded at I.763U levels, but fell back to 
1.7510 on domestic industrial worries in 
Britain. The German mark fell back to 
2.4380 while the Swiss franc fell to 2.0910 
levels. As for Ihe yen, it fell back to 253. 1 0 
levels despite Bank of Japan support.

Kiss ‘tricks* in Hungary* s big win 

It’s massacre of the innocent 


MADIRD, June 16 (R) — Hungary wrote 
themselves into the rcconJ books when they 
trounced hapless El Salvador 10-1 in their 
World Cup Group Three match here Tues- 
day night. 

The Hungarians, bring at will and showing 
no mercy, became the first team to reach 
double figures in a single match in the World 
Cup finals as El Salvador were sunk without 
trace. 

A hat-trick by substitute Laszlo Kiss paved 
the way for one of the most overwhelming 
performances ever seen in the World Cup 
and eclipsed the previous best of nine goals 
scored 1^ Hunga^ against South Korea in 
1954 and Yugoslavia against Zaire in 1974. 
By the interval the Hungarians had estab- 
li^ed a relatively modest 3-0 which gave no 
hint of the deluge of goals to follow as El 
Salvador crumbled beneath the onslaught. 

The maimer of Hunga^’s performance 
occasionally brought to mind the attacking 
fluency of the legendary Hungarian team of 
the 1950s and sounded a stem warning to 
Group Three rivals Belgium and title-holders 
Argentina. 

The Hungarians slipped easily into lop 
gear and cut El Salvador to ribbons. Estab- 
lished stars such as Tibor Nyilasi. winning his 
SOth cap, and strikers Laszlo Fazekas and 
Laszlo Uss proved far too strong for a Sal- 
vadorean side which had considered qualify- 
ing for the finals a triumph in itself. 

However. El Salvador had the consolation 
of scoring their first goal in the World Cup 
finals when Luis Ramirez Zapata prodded 
the ball past Hungarian goallKeper Ferenc 
Meszaros after 65 minutes. 

Six Hungarians contributed to the slaugh- 
ter with Kiss, who came on in the 56tb 
minute, setting the pace with three goals in 
eight minutes. He was joined on the 
scoresheet by Nyilasi (two). Fazekas (two), 
Gabor Poloskei, Jozsef Toth and Lazar 
Szentes. 

Nyilasi. the midfield captain anxious to 
wipe out the memory of being sent off in the 
1978 World Cup. was the early inspiration. 
He started the rout by heading home a comer 
after three minutes and netted his second and 
Hungary's 10th six minutes from the end. 

Apart from Kiss and Nyilasi. Fazekas was 
the other star performer, scoring once in each 
half, though he later spoiled a fine game by 
being booked by Bahrain referee Ebrahim 
Al-Doy. It was later learnt that the Hun- 
garians officials are to protest to the Intema- 
tional Football Federation over the yellow 
card shown to Fazekas. Team manager said: 
“Nowhere does it say in the rules that a player 


should'receive a warning for having a glass of 
water at the touch. 

After the match Hungarian manager Kal* 
man Meszoly said he was encouiaged by the 
result though he felt Argentina and Bel^um 
were still the Group Three fevorites to qual- 
ify for the second round. 

Despite the goal rush, he was unhappy with 
his defense. “They made five or six mistakes 
which, against Argentina, could have meant a 
five or six nil defeat." 

Meszoly said he planned some changes for 
Friday's match against Argentina and added; 
“I think the changes could cause Argentina 
problems.” 

Argentine coach Cesar Menotti watched 
the game and told reporters be. too, notioed 
Hungarian defensive errors. But he said the 
East Europeans were a complete surprise” 
on attack. 

Meszoly said El Salvador ‘‘tried hard but 
failed to play at championship tournament 
level.” 

It was a bittersweet moment for Salvado- 
ran coach Mauricio Rodriguez, a veteran of 
his country’s only other team to make the 
World Cup finals a squad that yielded nine 


goals in its three games of the 1970 Cup finals 
in Mexico. 

Rodriguez, smiling in defeat said: “1 am 
both happy and sad. "Fm happy because we 
scored our first goal in a World Cup final 
match. But obviously the size of oni defeat 
leaves me sad,” he ^ded. 

Hungarian’s avalanche of goals provided a 
welcome variation to their hapless start to the 
final in Argentina four years ago when they 
were beaten 2-1 by the hosts in the opening 
game and had ifbor Nyilasi and Andras 
Torocsik sent off. Both men were again in 
action Tuesday.

(R) — Jack Nicklaus and Tom Watson, the 
American Utans who are favorites in aU the 
tournaments they enter, have a special reason 
to be accorded that status for this week's U.S. 
Open Golf Championship. 

Both have enjoyed enormous success over 
the 6,825-yard Pebble Beach <Iinks, the 
spectacular course carved out of the beautifiil 
mohterey peninsula and the site of the 82nd 
U.S. Open beginning Thursday. 

The 153-man field contains some formid- 
able rivals, however. 'The year’s top money- 
winner, Masters champion Craig Stadlet, and 
Ray Floyd, triumphant in his last two events, 
are both in superb form, while others such as 
consistent fellow-American Tom Kite and 
Spain’s brilliant Severiano Ballesteros are 
potent threats. 

Nicklaus and Watson must be given an 
because they have such impressive 
records at Pebble Beach. Nicklaus won the 
only previous open held here, in 1972, plus 
the 19^ U.S. Amateur and Three Bing 
Crosby tournaments. Watson has two Bing 
Crosby victories and knows the course better 
than most because he played here as a student 
at nearby Stanford University. 

Both have been playing well this* year,, 
Watson winning two events and Nicklaus 
one, and in addition both have an added 
incentive. 

'Fox the 42-yeax-old Nicklaus, a victory 
would give him his fifth U.S. Open title, a feat 
DO one has ever achieved.

At 
present the “Golden Bear*' shares the record 
of four victories with Bobby Jones, Ben 
Hogan and WfUie Anderson.

Afnca’s best player, scored one goal 
and set up another Wednesday, leading new-., 
ci'tncr Algeria to one of the biggest upsets iri 
World Cup history with a 2-1 victoiy over 
Germany, two-time world champions. 

TM result was the second straight excellent 
performance by an African nation 
CnnjcRwn, also making its World Cup debut, 
drew 0-0 with experienced Peru Tuesday. 

The West Germans, who outscored their 
opponents while sweeping to victories in all 
eight of their qualifying matches, had been 
heavily favored to capture the World Cup 
final:

About 3,000 Algerian fans sang and 
danced with delight, some of them charging 
onto the field waving flages, after their team 
upset the current European champions 
before 42.00 spectators at El Molinon 
Stadium.

SEVILLE, June 16 —• 1 was asking the 
question only Monday while relaxing near 
the Mediterranean beach at Alicante bet- 
ween flights on route from Argentina's 
demise against Belgium in Barcelona to 
Rrazir s defeat of the Russians. 

Where — Oh. where — are the wingers? 
Or to adapt the question to modem desigps, 
w’here are the coaches who want to invest in 
all that real stage ground available on the 
extreme width of the football fields? 

1 had seen that Argentina, for all their 
reported criticism of BraziFs lack of width, 
were unable to utilise much themselves in 
support of Maradona and other frustrated 
attackers against the Belgians. 

It was later appropriately in the historic 
Spanish city of Seville, with its architectural 
reir-inders of other centuries, where some 
friends and I were discussing the general 
problem. And it was the Russians, of all peo- 
ple, w'ho gave us a flashback to old foshioned 
wing play, almost historic itself now, against 
the surprised Brazilians in the Sanchez Piz- 
joan Stadium. 

Not much, mind you. but enough to remind 
us that it can still be accomplished. It was 
Oleg Blokhnin who sped down the line, leav- 
ing a defender flatfooted, as the old football 
reporters use to say. and than crossed the ball 
into the center. I am not. of course, advocat- 
ing or expecting a return to old style, but 
merely expressing the hope that we are not 
going to have a World Cup with the grass in 
tbe comers of the Spanish stadias in need of 
more mowing than elsewhere. 

The Brazilians are not stupid, of course, 
and they soon began to counter this Blokhin 
ploy at the same time producing their own 
version of the more modern ‘winger*_and I 
quote the word deliberately. Eder Aleudx de 
Assis, to give him his full name, may not rely 
on accelerating runs to safe-cracks defenses. 

And he is never likely to tie another winger m 
tbe styles of Garrincha or Cento. His weapon 
is a mastery which enables him to bend the 
ball either way. Dip it alannmgly, it. 
catapult it low and generally propel it from 


unpredictable pladng of tbe bafl from tbe left 
and right corner kicks, free kicks and wide 
positions. Then, conversely, as often hap- 
pens, the eccentric ball manipulator — eccen- 
tric to the opposition on the field, 1 mean — 
won the imj^rtant first game for Brazfl with a

time to time in many directions and at varying 
speeds.

By remaining fairly relaxed and calm, 
maintaining their poise and style, and waiting 
perhaps even- more patiently than their sup- 
poners for the equalizer and winning goali. 
w'hich they in their self confidence regard^ 
as inevitable. In all this the invaluable gener- 
alship of Socrates was Brazil's most motivat- 
ing influence not to mention Che vital goal 
that made the score 1-1, 

w 

It does not mean that Brazil will win the 
World Cup automatically. But the way. of 
their victory' against the .highly organized 
Russian performance has given all of us the 
confidence w'e thought we might have to give* 
them as the tournament progressed. There is 
still a long way to go. But as I left Seville for 
Madrid. More heading for Cijon to see West 
Germany for the first time in Spain. 1 was 
proud that my countryman left with a good 
impression on the field here.

Washington rejects 
Brezhnev’s pledge 


WASHINGTON. June 16 (Agencies! — 
The White House Tuesday night dismissed as 
nothing new the Soviet Union's pledge not to 
be the Hrst nation to use the nuclear weapon 
first. 

White House spokesman Larry Speakes. in 
the first official L^S. reaction to the statement 
of Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev read 
out by Foreign Minister Andre' Gromyko at 
the United Nations session on disarmament, 
said: “We'll look at his remarks, study them, 
but I believe it's something they've said 
before."

Safer diagnosis 
of cancer found 

TOKYO. June 1 6 (AFP) — A new tool 
for cancer diagnosis that avoids the 
hazards of X-ray examination should soon 
be available from a Japanese company. 
The system, called nuclear magnetic 
re so nance -computer tomography 
(NMR-CT). is based on the theory that an 
atomic neucleus placed in a circular elec- 
tromagnet moves in a circular path in the 
direction of the magnetic force. 

This movement, called resonance, can 
be measured. In 1971. an American 
researcher found a substantial difference 
between the resonances of healthy and 
cancerous human cells. 

Japanese scientists believe NMR-CT 
will be much more precise than current 
X-ray or ultra-sound scanning methods. 
Since it permits a direct measure of the 
resonance of each cell, the line between 
cancerous and healthy tissue will be pin- 
pointed with greater accurancy. 

Asahi Chem ical Company of Osaka has 
announced a plan to market the system 
beginning ne.vt year, after approval by the 
Japanese Ministry of Health and Welfare. 

Seychelles trial opens 

VICTORIA. June 16 (AFP) — Seven 
alleged mercenaries, one a woman, went on 
trial here Tuesday on treason charges arising 
from last Novemi'er's botched invasion and 
coup attempt in the Seychelles, the group of 
islands in the Indian Ocean off Kenya. 

As the court hearing got under way defense 
counsel Nicholas Fairhaim. who acts for six of 
the accused, objected to the charges on the 
grounds that the Treason Act could not apply 
to non-nationals of the Seychelles.

been made" by the Soviet Union and 
rejected by the West and it did not “make 
any sense considering the overwhelming con- 
ventional superiority of the Warsaw Pact 
forces in Europe.” the spokesman said. 

At the United Nations, a top U.S. gov- 
ernment official, w'no asked not to be named, 
dismissed the Soviet statement as “pure 
propaganda" because, he said. Moscow's 
entire military strategy was based on being 
the first to attack. 

A s^kesman for the U.S. Anns Control 
and Disarmament Agency (ACDA) said in 
Washington such a pledge was unacceptable 
ro the West because nuclear weapons might 
be needed as a last resort to stop any Soviet 
assault on Europe with overwhelming con- 
ventional arms. 

In April Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
set out the U.S. position when be said the 
no-first-use proposal was "uinianiount to 
making Europe safe for conventional aggres- 
sion." other U.S. officials said. 

The ACDA spokesman said Moscow may 
have revived the issue now in an effort to 
counter President Ronald Reagan's recent 
arms control initiatives, which have been 
welcomed in Europe. 

Reagan, who wiU address the Li.N. special 
session in New York on Thursday, has called 
for a one-third reduction of nuclear warheads 
in U.S. and Soviet arsenals. New strategic 
arms talks between the two superpowers 
begin on June 29 in Geneva. 

In his April speech. Haig said if Washing- 
ton adopted a no-first-use policy, the United 
States would have to reintroduce the draft, 
triple the size of its armed forces and put its 
economy on a wartime footing. 

In his address to the world body Gromyko 
also called for Israel's immediate withdrawal 
from Lebanon, stressing what be called the 
“responsibility that the United States bears 
for the actions of the aggressor." He said: " It 
is clear to all that if Washington had moved a 
finger to put an end to those actions Tel Aviv 
would not have dared to defy ibe United 
Nations." 

Accusing the Reagan administration of 
trickery and “concoctions of all ^ns." 
Gromyko said a “military jhenzy-> ' and “a 
spirit of militarism" were driving’ the United 
States to seek supremacy over the Soviet 
Union. The aim. Gromyko said, is “to keep 
it scared, as simple as that to keep it scared." 

Tfi Moscow. Western diplomats said the 
Soviet pledge to the United Nations broke 
new ground because it was unilateral, 
although they said the concept has long been 
cherished in Moscow. 


PARIS, June 1 6 (AFP) — A natiOQ wide 
debate has arisen over a high-level claim 
that Charles de Gaulle, the man who liber- 
ated France in 1944, fled abroad in panic 
during the 1968 riots that rocked his 
country. 

The claim — a blow dealt posthumously 
to the De GauUe myth by his one-time pre- 
mier and successor, Georges Pompidou — 
was made in a book, significantly titled Pour 
ReuMir Une Verite (To establish the truth), 
whose main theme stems ftom handwritten 
notes by Pompidou edited by his widow, 
Claude, and his son, Alain. 

The book clears up a hitfaerto historical 
mystery of why De Gaulle abruptly left 
Paris at the height of the May 1 968 riots and - 
flew to a French military base at Baden- 
Baden in West Germany without telling 
then Premier Pompidou where be was 
going. 

According to the Gaullist version 
accepted up to now, De GauUe wanted to 
assure himself of French Army support in 
an interview .with one of his staunchest 
supporters. Gen. Jacques Massu, comman- 


der in chief of French forces in West 
Germany. 

Obtaining this assurance, be returned to 
France the foliowing day, and itom that 
moment the May upheaves signed dying 
down and were fin^y mastered. But the 
Pompidou account doi^ not concur. 

He recalled in his notes that he woke up 
on May 29, 1968 , 10 be told chat De GauUe 
was tired and was going' home to 
Colombey-les-deux-Eglises and returning 
the following day. The scheduled cabinet 
meeting for that afiernoon would be post- 
poned until then. 

Pompidou then received a “brief and 
strange" telephone call from the general, 
who used the instnnneot as rarely as poss- 
ible, saying be was going to Colombey and 
concluding: “T am old and you are young, 
and you are the future. An revoir, 1 wish you 
ail the best." 

De GauUe then literaUy vanished, and 
wild rumors swept the strike-wracked capi- 
tal in the early afternoon that he had fled. 
Pompidou became worried when De Gaulle 
did not turn up at Colombey and. only 


learned later that De Gaulle's helicopter 
bad landed jn Baden-BadM. 

He noted that he considered that it was 
“hardly acceptable" that the head of state 
should leave France at such a time of 
domestic crisis, and then explained De 
Gaulle's action with the sentence: “In fact 
the general bad a fit of despair. Believing all 
was lost, be had chosen retreat." 

De Gaulle returned later that same day, 
going to Colombey. 

Popipidou made it clear that De Gaulle 
had planned to stay in Baden-Baden with 
bis wife, Yvonne, and son, Philippe. But, he , 
said, “ It was Geo. Massu who. by bis cour- 
age, freedom of expression, bis reminder of 
the past, and.fais assurance of the loyalty of I 
the army succeeded fn changing the gen- :

U.K. may develop sophisticated missiles 


LONDON, June 16 (AP) — The Falklands 
war proved the deadlinessof missiles, taught 
Britain's defense chiefr the weaknesses of 
their warships and weapons ^sterns, and 
reinforced a fundamental tenet of modern 
warfare — ait superiority is essential. 

The lessons came too late for 228 British 
servicemen and seamen kiUed winning back 
the remote South Atlantic islands. “AU the 
best lessons of military history have tragically 
been bought in blood," commented Anthony 
Preston, naval editor of D^nse Magadiu 
and a warship design expert. 

But the lessons have been learned. 
Defense officials have announced urgent 
reviews of the design of Royal Navy warships 
after four were sunk by bombs and missiles 
that turned them into blazing infernos and 
others were so badly damaged they are now 
floating hulks.

Ceamescu visits Iraq 

BAGHDAD, June 16 (R) — Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu arrived in 
Baghdad for an official visit to Iraq — bis 
second trip to the Middle East in three weeks. 

Ceausescu, the only Soviet bloc leader to 
maintain diplomatic relations with Israel, 
paid a two-day visit to Syria Iasi month. 

An editorial in the Romanian Communist 
Party's official newspaper Sciuteia Wednes- 
day condemned what it described as serious 
aggressive action by Israel in Lebanon. 

The newspaper recalled that Ceausescu 
recently urged an immediate ceasefire in 
Lebanon, withdrawal of Israeli rroops, and 
the foundation of an independent Palestinian 
state.

The navy also is expected to develop more 
sophisticated missile systems capable of 
combating “swamp”' air attacks and sea- 
skimming missiles like the Exocet that

4. Existing anti-aircraft and missile defenses 
proved inadequate. 

But one British weapon emerged from the 
fighting with flying colors: The vertical 
take-off Harrier fighter, an all-purpose jet 
that air force chiefr once dismissed as too 
clumsy. 

“It performed far beyond our^ej^cta- 
tioos," said Lt. Cmdr. Tony Ogilvy. a 
Harrier squadron leader on the aircraft 
carrier Hermes who flew combat missions in 
the war zone. “We've bought a winner." 

Harrier pilots reportedly shot down some 
30 supersonic Argentine Mirage fighters and 
U.S.-built A-4 Skyhawks without iMS in aer- 
ial combat. Five Harriers were downed fcy 
ground fire and three lost in aeddents. 


Naval sources noted that the warships sent 
to Falklaada were designed to fight in a 
NATO theater under a lasd-based air 
umbrella and early waning radar planes. 

But when the fleet sailed April S to fight a 
wax 8,000 miles (12,870 kms) away, defense 
chiefs considered it was well-equipped with 
modem weapons, even though’ many bad not 
been tested in combat. 

The sinking of the 4,100-ton by a 

single French-bm'lt Exocet missile launched 
from a Super Btendard fightei^bomber 
proved otherwise. 

The ShaiOielif burned and 20 crewmen were 
Idlled. Cmdr. “Sam" Salt, its skipper, said the 
supersonic, wave-hopping Exocet was 
detected moments before ft exploded. 

“ We only had 30 seconds before it bit," be 
said later.

Greece protests ‘Turkey violations* 


ATHENS. June 16 (AP) — Greece has 
protested to its NATO ally T urkey over three 
alleged violations of Creek airspace by Turk- 
ish military planes above the northern 
Aegean. 

Government sources said Tuesday a 
squadron of 16 Turkish warplanes entered 
Greek airspace around 0900 (0600 GMT) 
over the northern harbor of Porto Lago, and 
the islands of Mytllene and Agios E^atios. 
Foreign Minister loannis Haralambopoulos 
made the protest to Turkish Ambassador 
Fahir Alacaru, a government spokesman 
said. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Yannis Kapsis 


informed American Ambassador Monteagle 
Steams and West 6erman envoy Pelmut 
Sigrisr of the alleged violations, the spokes- 
man said. 

Government sources said the incident 
occurred less than a week after Greek Pre- 
mier Andreas Papahdreaou and his Turkish 
oounrerpart Bufead UJusu agreed to a 
moratorium on provocative incidents in the 
Aegean. 

A period of calm was expected to lead to 
improved relations between the two 
neighbors, and eventually a resumed 
dialogue on their rival claims to Aegean 
undersea minerals.

Viets told 
to support 
Kampuchea 
settlement 

SINGAPORE, June 16 (Agencies) — 
Vietnam was urged again Wednesday by 
non-Communist Southeast Asian countries 
to support a political solution to the 
Kampuchean crisis. Foreign ministers from 
the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) ended their three-day conference 
by blaming Hanoi for endangering peace and 
stabiUty in the region but made no new pro- 
posals for ending the four-year conflict. 

Vietnam has maintained 200,000 troops in 
neighboring Kampuchea since January 1979 
when Hanoi-led troops toppled the Peking- 
backed Khmer Rouge government in Phnom 
Penh. In a joint communique the ministers 
from Thailand. Singapore, Indonesia, the 
Philippines and Malaysia warned Soviet- 
backed Vietnam that they would keep up 
diplomatic and political pressure until Hanoi 
withdrew its troops. 

The miiusters. who start two days of talks 
with the United States and other allies 
Thursday, reaffirmed that the crisis could be 
fuDy settled only within the framework of 
United Nations resolutions laid down last 
year at a special conference in New York. 

The resolutions required immediate with- 
drawal of Vietnamese forces and free elec- 
tions under U.N. supervision in Kampuchea, i 
The communique made no mention of the 
foithcoDiing visit of Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Co Thacb to all ASEAN 
mernbers except front-line Thailand. 
ASEAN offidals said the group would prob- 
ably wait for the visit before deciding its next 
course. 

The communique said ASEAN ivould 
push for a coalition government including the 
main Kampuchean resistance movements. 
The Peking-backed Khmer Rouge and two 
non-Communist guerriUa groups have been 
fighting Vietnamese forces since 1979. 

ASEAN would continue to recognize U.N. 
membership of the ousted Khmer Rouge 
government and reject the Vietnamese- 
installed Heng Samrin administration in 
Phnom Penh, '^e ministers devoted much of 
their annual conference to economic 
problems in the area, such as widening trade 
gaps and the sliimp in world commodity 
prices. 

They criticized Western industrial 
democracies for undermining social systems 
in newly independent countries through 
self-centered economic policies. Growing 
trade protectionism, high inflation and inter- 
«st rates were fast driving the international 
political and economic system into crisis and 
stifling ASEAN's growth, they said. The J 6tb 
ASEAN foreign ministers' meeting will be 
held in Thailand in June 1983. 
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
